I There have undoubtedly been times in the lives of all of 
us when we have watched and wondered how a particular 
student can do so many things and keep up in his work so 
well, while we ourselves have a hard job even getting assign- 
ments in on time, much less term papers or themes.

We have a pretty good suspicion that the answer lies, not 
in the time spent, but in the utilization and arrangement of 
the time. A student can write an assignment while listening 
to the radio for four hours, let us say, while another does the 
assignment without the disturbance of the radio in two hours, 
then listens for two; we feel safe in saying the latter’s work 
will be better and, more than that, he will get more enjoyment 
out of listening unencumbered by the thought of the dread 
assignment he must do. 

A good schedule is an invaluable aid in planning time 
correctly. If one can set down a definite time »to accomplish 
an objective, sb^h as writing a term paper or seeing a baseball 
game or attending a meeting, and keep this time reserved 
for this objective and none else, he will soon find he can 
“budget” his time very well and will be able to do things 
he never thought possible. ^ 

' Of course, even the best schedule of time will prove of 
little avail if it is not adhered to. If one wishes to accomplish 
great things he must have a steadfastness of purpose and the 
will power to face a challenge when he meets it. He mhst 
stick to his guns and comiplete the job, no matter how dis- 
tasteful it may seem at first. It is often remarkable, too, how

easy a task becomes once it is started and the initial plunge

Maybe the present period offers the best opportunity to 
take advantage of time. Those term papers that are due at 
the end of May will not be such a big burden then if they 
are begun or, much better, finished, now. A worry will be 
lifted from your mind and you can attack other problems 
without thS~dS¥k cloud in the future.
